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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The claim amendments proposed in the 09 May 2006 and 1 1 May 2006 response changes the scope of the 
claims and require further search and consideration on the part of the Examiner. For example, claim 1 recites "predicate assignment 
means for detecting the beginning and the end of a branch domain of said original machine code based solely on said original machine 
code, operation of said predicate assignment means being invisible to instruction set architecture and thereby invisible to a user, said 
original machine code being executable by a taraet computing device different from said computing device aud by said computing device". 
This new claim limitation clarifies that the means for detecting is based only on the original code, e.g. no extras added by a compiler are 
needed.
